——— ing a letter of protest from 
the Andover Education Association and a 
number of telephone calls from parents, 
the School Committee discussed the pos- 
sibility of reconsidering the school cal- 
endar, approved at the committee’s last 
regular meeting, but decided that it 
would stand as is. 

Edward Bennett, AEA President, 
wrote the committee to express the asso- 
- ciation’s disappointment in the commit- 
tee’s vote to begin the school year before 
Labor Day—a highly unusual practice. 


According to Bennett, over half of the 
teachers polied preferred the traditional 
calendar for educational reasons. While 
some students will attend school from 
the scheduled opening day of September 
2, many will still be away on family sum- 
mer vacations and will not return until 
Labor Day—making their first day of at- 
tendance September 8. The teachers feel 
that this would create disruption in the 
educational process. 

In the letter, the association com- 
mented that it seemed “incongruous”’

that the committee has asked for teacher 
input into the direction of the system, but 
ignored “the majority of the teachers’ 
wishes regarding the calendar.” 

At Tuesday’s work session of the 
School Committee, Chairman Susan 
Poore responded to that comment, not- 
ing the fact that she voted againstthe 
pre-Labor Day calendar. 

“We're not going to just vote the way 
(a group) wants....They spoke and, in 
fact, were heard. When we say we want 
input, we mean it. but if one group out of

Poore then told committee members 
that if there was no great desire to recon- 
sider, the pre-Labor Day calendar would 
stand as voted—three to two, with Poore 
and Committeeman David Birnbach op- 
posed.

Before the meeting, Committeeman 
Donald Robb had cited contractual is- 
sues as having had influence on the vote. 
“If we don’t have the last day of school 
by June 30, it’s contractually the last day 
that we have teachers,”’ he said, adding 
that that would occur only if all five snow 
days allotted were used.

Ralston Named To 
Selectman Post

Gail Ralston, as expected, took her 
seat on the Board of Selectmen Monday 
night after beiiig officially appointed and 
sworn in. 

Upon taking that seat, Ralston said a 
simple, ‘‘Let’s get to work,’’ but before 
the board could do just that, a worker on 
Ralston’s recent campaign, (for the seat 
won by retired Fire Chief William 
Downs), rose and tacked up a computer 
print-out banner on the bulletin board. 
The banner read, ‘‘Victory for Gail! Oh, 
how sweet it is!” 

The board then began the short eve- 
ning’s work with a discussion about the 
Special Town Meeting and the warrant 
articles for that meeting.

Rear AdmiralGrace Murray Hopper, 
the highest ranking female officer in the 
United States armed forces, will be the 
principal speaker at the principal serv- 
ices at Memorial Auditorium at 10 a.m. 
May 25, according to John Lewis who 
heads Andover’s Patriotic Services Com- 
mittee. 

The services will be preceded by the 
Memorial Day parade which will begin 
at 9:30 a.m. and proceed to the auditori- 
um. 

Hopper has been the recipient of many 
honors and honorary doctorate degrees 
during her many years of service to her 
country and to the computer industry. 

Grace Brewster Murray was born De- 
cember 9, 1906, in New York, N.Y. She 
claims Wolfeboro, N.H., as her second 
hometown, to which she first traveled in 
the summer of 1907. She attended Vassar 
College, graduating in 1928 with Phi Beta 
Kapa and a Vassar College fellowship. 
She attended Yale University where she 
received the degrees of MA in 1930 and 
PhD in.1934 together with election to Sig- 
ma Xi and two Sterling Scholarships. 

She returned to Vassar as an assistant 
in mathematics in 1931, becoming suc- 
cessively instructor, assistant professor 
and associate professor. During this time 
she received a Vassar Faculty 
Fellowship and studied at New York Uni- 
versity (1941-42). 

She entered the United States Naval 
Reserve (USNR) in December 1943 and 
attended the USNR Midshipman’s 
School-W at Northampton, Mass. Upon 
graduation she was commissioned Lieu- 
tenant (JG) and ordered to the Bureau of 
Ordnance Computation Project at Har- 
vard where she learned to program the 
first large-scale digital computer, Mark 
I. Hopper resigned from her leave-of-ab- 
sence from Vassar in 1946 and joined the 
Harvard faculty as a research fellow in 
Engineering Sciences and Applied Physi- 
cs at the Computation Laboratory where 
work continued on the Mark II and Mark 
III computers for the Navy. That same 
year she received the Naval Ordinance 
Development Award. 

In 1949 she joined the Ecket-Mauchly 
Computer Corporation in Philadelphia, 
then building the UNIVAC I, the first 
commercial large-scale electronic com- 
puter, as senior mathematician. Hopper 
remained with the company as a senior 
programmer when it was bought by Re- 
mington Rand and later merged into the 
Sperry Corporation. She was appointed 
systems engineer, director of automatic 
programming, in 1952 when she pub- 
lished the first paper on compilers. In 
1964 she became staff scientist, systems 
programming. She retired from the UNI- 
VAC division of Sperry Rand Corpora- 
tion in December 1971, while on military 
leave.

She has served at the Moore School of 
Electrical Enginering of the University 
of Pennsylvania as visiting lecturer, 
starting in 1959; visiting assistant profes- 
sor in 1962; visiting associate professor 
in 1963; adjunct professor of engineering 
since 1973. She was appointed professori- 
al lecturer in Management Science at the 
George Washington University in 1971 
and served until 1978. 

Hopper was elected Fellow of the Insti- 
tute of Electrical and electronics Engi- 
neers in 1962. She was selected to receive 
the 1964 Achievement Award by the So- 
ciety of Women Engineers. The Data 
Processing Management Association 
elected her as their first computer sci- 
ences “‘Man-of-the-Year’”’ in 1969. The 
American Federation of Information 
Processing Societies gave her the Harry 
Goode Memorial Award in 1970. In 1971 
the UNIVAC Division of the Sperry Cor- 
poration initiated the Grace Murray 
Hopper Award for young computer per- 
sonnel to be awarded annually by the As- 
sociation for Computing Machinery. 
Hopper received the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Engineering from the Newark 
College of Engineering, a Wilbur Lucius 
Cross Medal from Yale University and 
was made a Fellow of the Association of 
Computer Programmers and Analysts in 
1972.

A Late Decision 


The school committee decision to begin the school 
year prior to the Labor Day holiday has met with 
some deservedly harsh criticism. 

The board, during a work session this week, talked 
about reconsidering their adoption of the school cal- 
endar, but failed to alter their decision to resume 
classes on September 2, the Monday prior to Labor 
Day. 

i rtant in their consideration, it was pointed out, 
was the fact that Labor Day was later than usual this 
year, something that happens every four to six years. 

The school department must also allow for snow 
days during the winter months when planning to meet 
the state-mandated 180-day school year. 


Another consideration in the final decision was con- 
tractual obligations which dictate that teachers com- 
plete their school year at the end of June. Should the 
school year be extended beyond that date due to the 
need to make up for snow days, there would be no 
teachers available, according to contract obligations, 
a fact we find hard to fathom. There is realization that 
teachers work under contract now, but remain some- 
what doubtful that the entire faculty would turn their 
back’on the community if there was need to put in a 
few more days. 

The decision, which apparently is going to stand, 
could well have been avoided, or at least eased, if, 
somewhere along the line, someone in command, ei- 
ther in administration or on the school committee, rec- 
ognized that Labor Day was, indeed, late this year, 


and went to work on adjusting the school calendar 
accordingly. 

Now it is easy to say that there were many other 
things of major import under consideration, such as 
budgets, curriculum planning, etc. 

But, this is not the first time there has been a later- 
than-usual holiday to consider, and someone should 
have alerted those in command to the fact. 

Many people have summer plans, now forced to- be 
altered. Persons also may just disregard the school 
opening and go on with their planned lives, not the best 
of situations to be sure. 

There are, obviously, enough relief valves in the 
school calendar to have overcome this situation, such 
as reducing February and April vacations, maybe 
eliminating some of the in-service days, etc. 

As for only a single group protesting the early school 
opening, namely the teachers, the school committee is 
mistaken. There are several angered parents in the 
community whose voices more than likely will be 
heard on the matter. 

The opportunity was presented at Tuesday night’s 
work session to have the matter reconsidered, but the 
membership indicated that the three-two vote would 
stand. 

It is strongly suggested that the school board mem- 
bers think a bit about the matter prior to their next 
meeting and consider altering the early opening plan 
and rework the school calendar to comply with the 
standard and traditional after-Labor Day school open- 
ing.

| Tips Offered For Camp Stove Selection 


Choosing a stove for camping or backyard cooking can 
. sometimes be difficult. What type of stove and fuel should 
' you use and what accessories do you need? 
Fuel type is pretty much a matter of preference. Liquid 
‘ gas stoves are inexpensive to operate, averaging about 35 
cents per hour and they’re powerful—up to 25,000 BTUs. 
The liquid gas (Coleman Fuel) is available nearly ev- 
erywhere and in a bind you can probably borrow a cupful 
from your camp neighbor to finish cooking breakfast. The 
j Coleman Fuei stoves work well in cold weather and in 
high altitudes. Performance is unaffected in tempera- 
tures as low as minus 20 or at altitudes up to 10,000 feet. 
Stoves are available in one, two or three-burner configu- 
rations. 
To operate the stove: 
1. Fill tank with fuel and attach it to the stove. 
2. Pressurize the tank using the finger pump. 
3. Light the stove and, after the initial warm-up period, 
adjust the flame. 
4. Repressurize as needed, using the finger pump. 
Propane stoves require no pumping, as the fuel comes 
in pressurized cylinders. The most common size for camp- 
ing is 16.4 ounces, which is enough fuel] to operate the 
stove for about two and one-half hours at an average cost 
of about $1.20 per hour. A typical weekend camping trip

Windsurfing Is Easy To Learn 


Windsurfing, which is considered by many to be the 
purest form of sailing, is one of the fastest growing water 
sports. 

It is attracting more and more people because basic 
skills can be learned easily and advancement is rapid. 
Size and strength are not issues. Nearly anyone who is in 
reasonably good physical condition can do well. 

“Most people become proficient at windsurfing with 
only six to eight hours of instruction,”’ says Paul Julien of 
O’Brien International.

mph winds,” Julien says. ‘‘And one of the great things 
about windsurfing is that it’s open-ended.
